I have not observed that Sherman, 


McKinlcy, Harrison or any of the Re- 
publican leaders have taken up and 
compared the items of the McKinley 
law that were better and more bene- 
ficial to our people than the Demo- 
cratic statute passed by the last 
congress.

THE MAINE MOCCASIN. 


By No UTeftnfi ElHiidKoutc, but KBteenacd by 


Lumbermen KuHt and West. 


"Everybody \vlio has boen in Maine 


during the winter among thehunbor- 
nieii and backwoods farmers knows 
the blown up looking muddy yellow 
boots and shoes tlicao useful and pic- 
turesque citizens woar," said a vet- 
eran leather dealer iu the swamp. 
"Thoy call 'em moccasins. The first 
pair was made by a shoemaker in 
Bangor, and their fame long ago 
spread to the west. The shoe facto- 
ries of Bangor now turn out annually 
something liko 100,0(10 pairs of 
moc- 


casin boots and one-quarter as many 
shoes, and there arc factories out in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin that make 
almost as many. 


"A person on first seeing this yel- 


low and baggy footwear would sup- 
pose; that it was raado from sorua 
BU-imge leather, but it isn't. The 
material is just common leather, but 
leather tanned in a way that is known 
to only a few. All we know is that 
tiali, alum and some kind of an out 
of the way oil are the principal agen- 
cies- that giv& the leather its peculiar 
color and flexibility. Tin's leather 
had been made years and years be- 
fore any one thought of using it for 
boots or shoes. The only use to which 
it was put up to .1851 was to mako 
lacings for mill belts. It was nindrj 
only at Paw tucket. Ono day a man 
named Baldwin, who was a Klioe- 
maker in Baugor, mndo up iiisi mind 
that the leatluiv was just tbo thing 
for winter moccasins, and ho made a 
few pairs. They were tried by lum- 
bermen, and Baldwin proved to he 
right. Nothing had ever boon offer- 
ed to the Maine lumbermen that fill- 
ed the bill like Baldwin's yellow 
moccasins, and in loss than a year a 
big factory for turning out those 
queer boots and shoes waa started iu 
Bangor. Other factories sprang up 
in Maine, find tbo. tanning of the 
belt laco leather made those who 
knew the secret of it rich in a short 
time and compelled the increasing of 
tanning capacity tenfold. 


"Until 1871 the boots and shoes 


were made just as Baldwin made his 
first pair 20 yeai's before. Then ma- 
chines forcutting and fashioning the 
moccasins came into nso and revolu- 
tionized the business. In 1655, 
thr> 


famG of the Maine moccasin having 
reaclitsl the far western lumber ro- 
gions, It Bangor firm received an or- 
der fo| a pair- from some one in Dn- 
buque. The order was filled, and 
tliis led to other orders, until, when 
the war broke out, the ('astern fac- 
tories, were shipping thousands of 
pairs of Maine moccasins to the west. 
The war almost killed the business. 
It began to revive soon after tbo 
war, 


and then rival factories sprang up in 
the west, and now the grmt demands 
for this Maine footgear from the 
lumber regions of the northwest are 
now almost entirely filled by facto- 
tories at St. Paul, Kuciue, Minneapo- 
lis and other points. 


"The value of the moccasin lies al- 


most entirely iu the peculiar way in 
which tlie leather « tanned. The 
tanning renders the IciUher absolute- 
ly waterproof and u perfect noncon- 
ductor of beat and culil. The color 
of the moccasin is a golden yellow, 
and fashion bus made them in the 
eliapo of shoes as popular in the 
town tlieso days, especially in the 
isummer, as they arc in tho wilder- 
ness where the snow is thigh deep."

The first really hot weath- 
er is trying to the feet of most of ns, 
partioulorlj' if we live in a town, evon 
if we have aot corns. There ore several 
waya in wl>ich suffering caused by ten- 
der feet can be lessened, if not entirely 
got rid of. 


First and foremost, tha* boots and 


shoes for rammer wear should be half 
a size largfir than those worn during the 
•winter. Shoos ore generally considered 
more comfortable than boots and should 
certainly l;o adontcd, if. possible, in tho 
summer, for they leavo tho ankle frea 
and tho circulation unimpeded. How- 
ever, if boots must be vrorn, they should 
not bovoryliigh; as auy additional pres- 
sure means additional suffering. 
It is 


hardly necessary, I hope, to mention 
that extremely pointed toes and really 
high heels should never be thought of 
by any one who values peace of mind 
aud comfort. The leather for summer 
footgear flhould be light, hut not too 
thin, and brcwvu in preference to block, 
wlie:i brown is suitable to the occasion.

Add au ounce of tho best linseed oil 


to the sumo quantity of limowater; 
ehako the bottle in which the ingredients 
are until a mixture about the thickness 
of cronm is produced; then pour in half 
a dram of spirits of camphor; shake 
again, audit is ready for use. The feet, 
after being rubbed, should be wrappsd 
in soft liuon for a little while, and then 
powdered with boracio s,c.;H before the 
stockings ore replaced. In tha event of 
the feet aud ankles being in a vary in- 
flamed condition, after soaking them as 
I have described, apply an arnica lotion, 
which will soon allay the discomfort 
This is made by adding 20 drops of tinc- 
ture of arnica to half a cupful of tepid 
water. Saturate a piece of lint sufficient- 
ly largo to envelop tlio entire foot with 
tio lotion, cover it with a piece of oiled 
silk and rest for an hour or two.—Wo- 
man.

ionable quarters were secured, and the 
first half dozen meetings wore mode so 
exclusive that innumerable heartburn' 
tags and jealousies arose. Bat tho man- 
agers did not lose sight of tho fact that 
the women who had failed throngh in- 
ferior social position to secure on en- 
tronco iu their counsols ou oae occasion, 
would he all the more anxious to come 
a second time. 


"The resultof this artful and original 


style of campaigning vas that the'wom- 
an suffragists' movement was madia dis- 
tinctly fashionable in this city for the 
first time in its history. Women follow 
the fashions without any discussion; 
hence the euormons following oi? the 
woman suffragists at the present time."

The Breaking t>f tne Voice. 


The peculiar physiological causes 


of what is called the breaking of the 
voice are not quite understood, but 
it iH known to depend immediately 
upon an organic elmngo in the 
larynx, the organ of the voice, which 
ocelli's iu the male sex between tho 
ages of 14 and 10. Before that tho 
larynx of boys resembles thai of 
girls, but when tho voice beginu to 
break tho vocal chords 
become 


lengthened at least one-third, tho 
angle of ttie thyroid cartilage be- 
comes enlarged, ?aid the muscles 
which connect th.;' organs of stho 
voice with the hypoid bone mid tho 
base of the tongijie becoica elou- 
gated. 


While the change of form is taking 


place the voice is unfitted for sing- 
ing and should bo used only with 
great care. 
In other words, the 


breaking of tho voice is due to tl«o 
rapid development of tho larynx, 
which takes place at certain ages 
and which leads to a change in the 
range of the voice.

harshness of tho vo:ice when ib is thus 
breaking seems to bo duo to a tem- 
porary congestion and swollen condi- 
tion of mucous membrane of tho vocal 
chords accompanying 
tlie active
